States, but the origin of the idea dat­ 
es back to 1904 when a postal clerk 
in Copenhagen, Denmark

an idea that funds

selljng stam ps 
which might be attached to C hrist­ 
mas packages and letters. 
Ginar Holboell, the 
postal 
clerk, 
carried out his idea and the people of 
Denmark bought liberally enough to 
insure the building 
of 
a children’s 
tubercular hospital, and 
to 
provide 
the best medical care and attention, 
Every student in our high schools 
will remember Jacob Hiss, a pioneer 
in social service in 
America. 
Riss 
gained 
attention 
by 
a small book 
“ How the Other H alf Lives”, and he 
has since w ritten and 
worked until 
his 
name 
is fam iliar 
with 
every 
school boy and girl. 
This man 
re­ 
ceived a letter from his mother coun­ 
try which bore one of 
the 
brightly 
colored stam ps designed by Holboell. 
His curiosity was aroused and 
Riss 
learned the purpose of the tiny 
le­ 
gend. 
He wrote 
an article 
in 
the 
■“Outlook” describing the work made 
possible by the sale of the stam ps in 
Denm ark, and awakening the public 
in this country 
to 
its 
possibilities 
here. 
The 
article

fruit, for in Riss’ article Miss Emily 
P. Bissell of W ilmington, Delaware, 
found the solution to her problem of 
raising $3000 for a tuberculosis hos­ 
pital in her State.

and for ten years these two

dissolved because the Red Cross de­ 


sired to continue ijts annual Roll Call, 
and did not feel th a t it should ask for 
donations twice in one year.

Anent the coming of the season’s 
musical event, “The Firefly”, there is 
much local interest mainfest in

en years studying, composing, play­ 
ing, earning a little money now 
and 
then by 
semi-amateur appearances. 
Finally, a local manager happened to 
hear them and started 
Friml 
and 
Kubelik on a concert tour, which was 
subsequently repeated for five succes­ 
sive 
seasons, 
(1901-1906). 
They 
trouped through the little towns 
of 
central Europe, half the time without 
enough to eat. 
Finally, they 
got to 
Berlin and made a success. 
London 
followed, and it was thefe that Dan­ 
iel Frohman heard them and signed 
them for a tour of American cities, 
where 
fame 
and 
fortune awaited 
them. 
In rapid succession Friml produced 
“Katinka”, (1915) “You’re in IiOve”, 
“The Blue Kitten”, ‘Tumble Inn”, and 
the brilliant operetta, “Firefly”. His 
latest triumps are

CHRISTMAS TURKEY 
AND HOWTO PREPARE 


Select a young 
turkey 
weighing 
from 12 to 14 
pounds. 
Dress, 
re­ 
move all pin feathers and 
the 
oil 
bag. 
Wipe the inside of the turkey 
and sprinkle 
with 
salt and pepper. 
Fill the cavity with hot stuffing, but 
do not crowd the stuffing in tightly 
or it will not have the light fluffy 
consistency that 
so 
many persons 
prefer. 
Fold the wings back on the 
neck. Tuck the legs into a band of 
skin and flesh below the tail, or tie 
or skewer them down. 
Sew the cut 
surfaces so that the dressing 
will 
not fall out or become moist when 
basted. 
After the turkey is stuffed 
and trussed, rub 
the surface with 
butter, and sprinkle with salt, pepper 
and flour. 
Lay a piece of fat over 
the breast bone and put the turkey 
on a rack in a covered roaster. Put a 
small quantity of water in the bot­ 
tom of the pan. Cover and put in a 
hot oven (about 450 degrees F) 
for 
one-half hour or longer until the tur­ 
key is lightly browned. 
Reduce the 
oven temperature to 375 degree 
F 
and continue the cooking 2 or 2 1-2 
hours longer. 
It is sometimes 
nec- 
cessary to baste the turkey with the 
drippings even though a covered pan 
is used. The turkey should be turn­ 
ed first on one side and then on the 
other during the cooking so that 
it 
browns well all over and the breast 
does not become too brown or dry. A

A story of the record of the Muni- 
ciap plant at Poplar Bluff in last Fri­

His 
clipping reads as follows: 
“Ed 
L. 
Abbington, a prominnet 
citizen 
of 
Poplar Bluff, says the City still owes 
$30,000 on the original bonds. 
“Mr. George Sweitzer, 
a farmer 
member of the Poplar Bluff Board of 
Public Works, writes the 
following 
for the American Republic: 
“In this connection it might be of 
interest to note that the present mer­ 
chandise account of the plant shows 
an indebtedness of some $16,000 
or 
more; I also notice that in the city’s 
report of earnings from the plant, the 
following items have not 
been de­ 
ducted and which are 
not 
in fact 
earnings; $12,000 received from tor 
nado insurance, $9,500 received from 
two Skinner engines, $1,500 or more 
received for two pumps. 
Also up to 
the time the w riter left the board the 
indications 
were

his year be a probable loss of

TO ASSIST FARMER 


Memphis, Tenn., December S.—De­ 
claring that a drainage bill just 
in­ 
troduced 
in Congress 
hy 
Senator 
Smoot of Utah will provide “certain 
immediate and effective farm relief 
measurable in cash and without cost 
to the 
Government”, 
the 
National 
Drainage Association, with headquar­ 
ters here, went on record tudny un­ 
animously favoring passage 
of 
the 
measure and calling on reclamation 
leaders throughout the 
country 
to 
urge its enactment. 
The Association is 
composed 
of 
public drainage hoards in many stat­ 
es and represents more than 
seven 
million acre* of farm lands in 
these 
distrcits. 
The Smoot hill in effect, would ex­ 
tern! to drainage much the same Fed­ 
eral help that the Government 
has 
given irrigation for a quarter of 
a 
century, namely, long-time loans on 
easy terms. 
A revolving fund 
of 
$180,000,000 
would be set up from which existing 
drainage enterprises, threatened with 
financial ruin because of agricultur­ 
al conditions might borrow for 
re­ 
financing their 
outstanding 
obliga­ 
tions. An advance of 
credit 
rather 
than an out-and-out appropriation is 
asked. 
The effect would he. according to 
the Association officers h'-re, to en­ 
able large reductions in farm taxes 
by spreading reclamation costs 
al­ 
ready incurred through a long peri*!. 
Loans would not he made to new pro­ 
jects which might add to the coun­ 
try ’s present farm acreage. 
Hundreds of drainage enterprises 
in almost 
every 
State 
are facing 
bankruptcy, with 
many already 
in 
hands of receivers, because landown­ 
ers cannot pay their taxes, it was as­ 
serted. 
By refinancing with Govern­ 
ment help, immediate relief will 
I 
k 
* 
given, saving not only the individual 
landowers hut the public projects as 
well. 
Busiess leaders and organiza­ 
tions as well as farm leaders 
and 
organizations are being 
urged 
to 
communicate at once with their con 
gressmen and insist on enactment of 
the measure as an instrument of im­ 
mediate help for the farmer.
